Motion  to  strike 
from  amended  answer  filed  and  briefs  submitted  in  connection  there¬ 
with.  The  testimony  of  former  Supervisor  Bunker  was  taken  in  Fitch-  I 
burg,  Mass.,  in  February,  and  the  testimony  of  the  Sande  brothers  was 
taken  at  Red  Deer,  Alberta,  in  March. 

United  States  v.  William  Young:  Occupancy  trespass,  civil,  Gallatin 
National  Forest.  From  1905  to  1915  Young  leased  from  the  State  of 
Montana  sec.  16,  T.  3  N.,  R.  6  E.,  and  paid  the  State  $487.50.  This 
land  is  within  the  Gallatin  National  Forest.  Upon  request  of  the  I 
Forest  Service,  the  State  made  settlement.  Case  closed  in  law  March 
18,  1916. 
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United  States  v.  Ferris  &  Burden  :  Grazing  trespass,  civil,  Beaver¬ 
head  National  Forest.  Case  closed  upon  payment  of  $4,  value  of  forage 
consumed. 

United  States  v.  Johnnie  Gross,  jr. :  Occupancy  trespass,  civil,  Sioux 
National  Forest.  Letter  written  to  trespasser  calling  for  $59.75,  sent 
by  district  forester. 

Law  Cases  in  District  2 — 

United  States  v.  George  Korab  :  Timber  trespass,  Black  Hills  National 
Forest.  Case  closed  upon  payment  of  $©9.2G,  value  of  timber  cut. 

United  States  v.  J.  F.  Church  :  Grazing  trespass,  Arapahoe  National 
Forest.  Case  closed  upon  payment  of  $41.27,  value  of  forage  consumed. 

United  States  v.  O.  P.  Olson :  Grazing  trespass,  Hayden  National 
Forest.  Settled  by  payment  of  $45.57  actual  and  $100  punitive  damages. 

United  States  v.  Carbon  Timber  Co. :  Timber  trespass,  Medicine  Bow 
National  Forest.  Compromise  agreement  entered  into  July  8,  1911, 
involving  the  payment  of  $23,572.74,  and  building  of  a  $20,000  fire  line 
by  the  company.  All  other  conditions  of  the  agreement  of  settlement 
having  been  complied  with  by  the  company,  the  case  was  closed  upon 
final  payment  of  $4,000  by  the  American  Surety  Co. 

United  States  v.  Colorado  Power  Co. :  Occupancy  trespass,  Holy  Cross 
.National  Forest.  On  January  11,  191G,  the  District  Court  for  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Colorado  decided  the  case.  The  court  held  that  such  rights  as 
the  defendant  company  has  to  occupy  the  complainant’s  lands  are 
dependent  upon  the  terms  of  the  act  of  February  15,  1901  (31  Stat., 
790)  ;  that  the  United  States  has  the  right  to  impose  reasonable  restric¬ 
tions  and  require  payment  of  reasonable  fees  for  the  use  and  enjoyment 
of  its  lands  under  the  provisions  of  such  act ;  that  the  fees  imposed, 
which  amounted  to  a  charge  of  approximately  $100  per  month,  were  not 
excessive  or  unreasonable  ;  that  the  method  or  means  by  which  the 
Secretaries  of  the  Interior  and  Agriculture  soiight  to  ascertain  the 
amount  of  such  fees,  viz,  by  subjecting  the  defendant’s  business  to  public 
surveillance,  etc.,  was  beyond  the  authority  given  by  the  act  of  1901, 
supra  ;  that  the  nonpayment  of  such  fees  did  not,  therefore,  justify  or 
warrant  a  revocation  of  the  permit ;  that  the  attempted  revocation  of 
the  permit  on  March  3,  1909,  was  void  ;  that  the  original  permit  is, 
therefore,  valid  and  continues  in  effect ;  that  the  defendant  is  required 
to  comply  with  such  reasonable  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  may  impose  upon  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  plant. 
The  court  held  also  that  the  construction  of  a  tunnel  instead  of  a  ditch 
^■did  not  justify  or  warrant  a  revocation  of  the  permit,  nor  did  the 
V  further  fact  that  the  line  of  the  tunnel  departed  from  the  proposed  line 
of  the  ditch  justify  or  warrant  such  revocation.  Upon  stipulation  of 
counsel  for  the  United  States  and  for  the  defendant  company  the  date 
for  entering  final  decree  has  been  continued  until  July  8,  191G.

tlncompahgre  National  Forest.  Judgment  by  default  for  the  sum  of 
$31.75  damages  and  $5.50  interest,  together  with  $31.50  costs. 

United  States  v.  Tin  Cup  Gold  Dredging  Co. :  Timber  settlement, 
Gunnison  National  Forest.  Case  closed  upon  payment  of  $58.87,  value 
of  timber  cut.

Settled  by  payment  of  $458.70  on  account 
of  judgment.

Forest.  Case  closed  on  payment  of  $13.02,  the  value  of  the  timber  cut. 
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United  States  v.  S.  W.  Jaques  :  Grazing  trespass,  Sitgreaves  National 
Forest.  Case  closed  on  payment  of  $5.19,  the  value  of  the  forage. 

United  States  v.  A.  J.  Merrell :  Timber  trespass,  Sitgreaves  National 
Forest.  Case  closed  on  payment  of  $5.60,  the  value  of  the  timber  cut. 

United  States  v.  A.  Eichwald  :  Grazing  trespass,  Santa  Fe  National 
Forest.  Case  closed  on  payment  of  $7.50,  the  value  of  the  forage.

United  States  v.  Marciel  Madarieta :  Fire  trespass,  Minidoka  Na¬ 
tional  Forest.  Defendant  arrested  on  warrant  sworn  to  by  super¬ 
visor  and  put  under  $100  bond  to  appear  February  14  before  United 
States  grand  jury  at  Boise.  Grand  jury  was  postponed,  but  no  notice

having  been  sent  to  defendant  he  put  in  an  appearance.  The  court/* 
in  the  absence  of  any  representative  of  the  Forest  Service,  accepted 
his  statements  as  to  the  circumstances  and  imposed  a  fine  of  $10  and 
costs,  which  was  paid. 

United  States  v.  Myrl  Byrd  :  Property  trespass,  Cache  National  For¬ 
est.  Defendant  arrested  on  a  charge  of  breaking  into  a  ranger  sta¬ 
tion  and  stealing  Government  property.  He  admitted  his  guilt  and  in 
default  of  $1,000  bond  fixed  by  the  United  States  commissioner  he  was 
lodged  in  jail  at  Pocatello,  Idaho.  Was  bound  over  to  the  grand  jury. 

Law  Cases  in  District  5 — 

United  States  v.  Trinity  Asbestos  Mining  Co.  :  Timber  trespass, 
Shasta  National  Forest.  On  March  6,  1916,  the  Federal  court,  North¬ 
ern  District  of  California,  rendered  judgment  in  favor  of  the  United 
States  against  this  company  in  the  sum  of  $227.73  and  costs.  This 
amount  represented  the  value  of  timber  taken  from  mining  claims  and 
used  on  an  adjacent  mill  site  for  a  reduction  works,  or  quartz  mill,

This  company,  which  was  adjudged  a  bankrupt  in 
1909,  paid  $500  in  full  settlement  for  timber  cut  along  the  right  of 
way  of  its  logging  railroad. 

United  States  v.  Steve  Andrews  :  Fire  trespass,  Inyo  National  For¬ 
est.  Payment  was  made  of  $15. S3,  expenses  incurred  in  controlling 
the  fire. 

United  States  v.  Sloat  Lumber  Co.  :  Timber  trespass,  Plumas  Na¬ 
tional  Forest.  Defendant  paid  $161.37  in  full  settlement  of  the  tres¬ 
pass. 

United  States  v.  Kinsey-Gruss  Mining  Co.  :  Timber  trespass,  Plumas 
National  Forest.  Payment  of  $148.24  was  accepted  as  compromise 
of  the  claim,  and  case  closed. 

United  States  v.  Lee  Rankin  :  Grazing  trespass,  Sequoia  National  For¬ 
est.  Case  settled  by  payment  of  $99.29  actual  and  $75  punitive 
damages. 

United  States  v.  W.  A.  Rankin  :  Grazing  trespass,  Sequoia  National 
Forest.  Case  settled  by  payment  of  $177.31  actual  and  $100  punitive 
damages. 

United  States  v.  J.  H.  Lucas :  Timber  trespass,  Lassen  National  For¬ 
est.  Payment  of  $109.22  was  made  in  full  settlement  of  claim. 

United  States  v.  G.  B.  Day  :  Grazing  trespass.  Mono  National  For- 
est.  Settlement  was  made  in  the  sum  of  $19. 

United  States  v.  C.  E.  Day  :  Grazing  trespass,  Mono  National  For¬ 
est.  Settlement  was  made  in  the  sum  of  $18. 

United  States  v.  C.  B.  Parker :  Grazing  trespass,  Modoc  National 
Forest.  Settlement  was  made  in  the  sum  of  $83.33. 
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/T,aw  Cases  in  District  6 —  • 

United  States  v.  Matt  Smith:  Fire  trespass,  Wenatchee  National 
Forest.  Payment  of  $201.12,  covering  $80.86  damage  and  $120.26 
expense  of  fighting  fire,  received  and  case  closed. 

United  States  v.  Clarence  N.  Bush  :  Occupancy  trespass,  Snoqualmie 
National  Forest.  On  March  6  the  United  States  District  Court  for  the 
Western  District  of  Washington  entered  a  decree  of  injunction  in  this 
case.  The  defendant  continued  to  occupy  the  land  embraced  in  his 
former  squatter  claim  which  had  been  declared  invalid. 

United  States  v.  Morrison  et  al. :  On  February  21  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  and  affirmed  that  of  the  United  States  District  Couit  for 
Oregon  and  held  that  the  State  of  Oregon  did  not  take  title  to  school 
sections  embraced  within  a  Forest  withdrawal  after  survey  in  the  field 
and  after  approval  of  the  survey  by  the  surveyor  general  but  prior  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  survey  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office.
